Sir: 

In reply to your letter of yesterday, I have to state that the report of the Engineer 
enclosed in my letter of the 10th inst. should have accompanied a communication addressed to 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the 8th inst. in which, referring to certain repairs previously 
authorized by the Secretary, authority was asked to put up certain new and additional 
machinery. The engineer’s report was transmitted because part of it referred to the construction 
of an auxiliary engine. 

On the 22nd April last the Secretary authorized me to have the necessary repairs made, 
and to suspend operation for repairs to the engines and at such time as it could be done with 
the least inconvenience to the public. Since then, the necessary repairs have been going on and 
we expect to be able to commence repairing the engines about the 15th July. It is very difficult 
to estimate correctly the cost of repairs to machinery as its exact condition cannot be well 
determined until it is taken apart. I must also remark that much of the work pertaining to 
repairs is done by the machinists ordinarily employed at the Mint. I suppose that $15,000 will 
cover the repairs referred to in my letter of 8th inst, and report of Morgan, Orr & Co. enclosed 
therein. The ordinary repairs are made from time to time at the discretion of the Director and 
the operative officers having charge of the respective departments. In the present instance the 
machinery, etc., had been so much neglected of last years as to necessitate rather extensive 
repairs and a suspension of operation for a few weeks. It was therefore deemed proper to advise 
the Department fully as to the condition of the machinery, etc., and obtain the sanction of the 
Secretary for the proposed repairs and necessary suspension of operations.
